Nova Seotian gold deposits was made by Mr, O. C. Marsh, an 

American explorer of considerable reputation, and it is to be re- 
gretted that owing to theapathy of both NovaScotians and English- 
jmen the account which he then gave is equally applicable at the 
| present time, On the Atlantic coast of Nova Scotia there is, he tells 
| us, a bed of metamorphic rocks extending the whole length of the 
Province, and varying in width from 10 to 50 miles, It is mainly 
composed of clay-slate and quartzite, but in some parts of the dis- 
These 
strata have a general north-east and south-west course, and are 
highly inclined. They have received but little attention from geolo- 
gists, and as no fossils have yet been found in them their exact age 
has been a matter of considerable uncertainty. The general resem- 
blance of these strata to the gold-bearing rocks in other parts of the 
world had occasionally been noticed, and various explorations for the 
precious metals had from time to time been made in their vicinity, 
but he could not ascertain that gold was actually discovered in this 
Province earlier than March, 1860, although reports to that effect 
have been circulated. It was then accidentally found in Halifax 
county, about 15 miles from the coast, in the bed of a small stream 
which empties into the Tangier river. Gold was soon after observed 
in the adjacent quartz veins also, and in a short time several hundred | 
persons were attracted thither by the reports of the discovery, and | 
commenced explorations. 


The quantity of gold obtained, however, | 
was so small that the excitement soon diminished, and only one } 
company continued work for any length of time. In May of that | 
year the Provincial Secretary, Hon. Joseph Howe, accompanied by 
Prof. How, of King’s College, made an official visit to the locality, | 
and on his return published a report which was very unfavourable 
to future explorations, 

The discovery of gold in the Province, although in small quantity, 
naturally encouraged a further search, and in March of 1861 it was 
again found—on the coast near Tangier harbour—in sufficient 
abundance to promise profitable employment fora great number of 
persons, and since that time a large amount has been obtained from 
that locality. Within the next three months gold was discovered 
in the same strata at various other places, the most important of 
which are Rawdon and Douglas, in Hants county; Gold River, near 
Chester; and Lawrencetown, a few miles east of Halifax. In June, 
1861, gold was discovered in a bluff on the coast near Lunenberg, 
and shortly after the sands on the beach below were found to be un- 
usually rich in this metal. It has also been found quite recently at 
Lake Thomas, about 15 miles north of Halifax, and some valuable 
specimens obtained. Such may be regarded as the outline of the 
earliest recognition of the value of the gold deposits of the Province, 
and it is from this period that our record of what has been done to 
ascertain the real extent of its mineral resources will be commenced. 





FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Business in copper has continued quiet at Paris ; Chilian in bars 
delivered at Havre, has brought 80/.; ditto ordinary descriptions, 
78/. 8s, per ton; ditto in ingots, 86/. per ton; and pure Corocoro 
minerals, 812. perton. At Marseilles copper has been a little better 
supported. Some small transactions to meet the requirements of 
consumption have been noticed upon the German copper markets ; 
prices have generally remained unchanged, There has been com- 
paratively little business passing in tin at Paris, and prices have 
exhibited no material variations. Banca, delivered at Havre or 
Paris, has brought 110/.; Straits ditto, 106/.; and English, delivered 
at Havre or Rouen, 102/. per ton. At Marseilles tin has been a little 
firmer. Transactions in tin have remained without much import- 
ance at Rotterdam, purchasers preferring to wait for the sale of the 
Society of Commerce, which was to take place yesterday. Dispose- 
able Banca has been offered at 59 fis. to G61 fls. without finding pur- 
chasers. Billiton has been sold in small quantities at 564 fls. Upon 
the German tin markets prices have been generally a little lower. 
At Paris, French lead, delivered at Paris, has brought 20/, 83. per 
ton; Spanish ditto, delivered at Havre, 20/. 16s. per ton; English 
ditto, 20/. 8s.; and Belgian and German, delivered at Paris, 20/. 8s. 
per ton. The tone of the German lead markets presents some im- 
provement. There has been a slight revival in zinc at Paris; Sile- 
sian, delivered at Havre, has brought 23/. 8s.; and other good marks, 
delivered at Paris or Havre, 23/. per ton. Some important trans- 
actions in zine have taken place in Germany. 

The least hardening of coal quotations in England or Belgium im- 
mediately makes itself felt in the French basins of the Nord and the 
Pas-de-Calais. Prices have, accordingly, been rather firmer in those 
basins during the past week. Some coalowners are attempting, in- 
deed, to realise slightly higher rates, but with little or no success, 
A revival in business at the present moment would not repose on 
any solid foundation, and could not be durable. If the summer is | 
a good one, if confidence returns, if the harvest is favourable, and if | 
no industrial or financial crisis intervenes, then probably coal will 
rise ; but an advance in quotations is dependent, it will be seen, upon | 
a good many “ifs.”

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THE NEW METHOD OF SINKING SIIAFTS, 

Reference was sometime since made to @ new method of sinking 
shafts introduced in Pennsylvania, and which consisted in boring a 
number of holes in the place selected for the shaft to a depth of 
200 or 300 ft., so as to form a honeycombed core, and filling these 
holes with sand, with the exception of sufticient space to fill in 
blasts. The core was then blown out to the required depth, the 
debris removed, and a fresh portion of the sand taken out, so as to 
putin fresh blasts. By which means the entire depth of the hole was 
speedily cleared. Ata recent meeting of the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers a full description of the process, machinery used, 
&e., was given by Mr. E. B. Coxe, M.E., and as the process has at- 
tracted much attention, not only in the United States but in Europe, 
an outline of the paper will not be uninterestine. 

The bit used in drilling differs from the ordinary diamond bits 
in being concave instead of convex. The circular grooves and the 
small cylindrical holes are for the outlet and circulation of water, 
which is foreed down through the centre of the boring rods. The 
rods are made of gas-pipe, jin. in diameter outside, The water 
takes up the fine sand or pulverised rock, carries itaway from under 
the bit, and then rises on the outside of the rods, or pipes, to the 
surface. The water is supplied under pressure to the rods, either 
by a common pump or by bringing it from a height (the top of the 





| shaft for example) which is sufficient to produce the desired pres- 


sure. The machine used for drilling is much more compact and 
simple than the old diamond drillapparatus, A Root rotary engine 
has been substituted for the two oscillating cylinders which turned 
the drill, The apparatus used for drawing up tlie rods consists of 
a Root engine, similar to the one used for drilling, upon the shaft of 
which a small pinion is keyed. This drives, by means of a small 
cog wheel, the grooved drum, around which is wound a small wire- 
rope, that draws up the rod, 

At the points where the boring machines are put to work the 
cross section of the shaft is made alittle larger than it is elsewhere, 
so that the machine can bore the holes in the corners and along the 
sides of the shaft. Two heavy timbers, or sills, are then laid across 
the shaft, about 3ft. above the bottom, and supported by upright 
posts; upon these timbers are placed three cast-iron bed plates, 
upon which the drilling machines ean be made to slide until the 
axis of the drill is vertically over the point where the hole is to be 
bored. The machine is then fastened down by bolts, the heads of 
which fit in the grooves on the bed plate. As soonas the first hole has 
been bored to the required depth the machine is moved to the next. 
Two or three machines can work at the same time on the same bed 
plate. When the five holes in the first row have been bored, the 
bed plate is moved to the next row. The operation is continued 
until all the holes in the shaft are drilled. A large quantity of 
water is required for drilling, as a constant stream of it, filling a 
pipe about 4 in. in diameter, must be forced down through each of 
the boring rods. The water passes through the centre of the rod, 
takes up the fine sand produced by the action of the machine upon 
the rock, and carries it up on the outside of the pipe or rod, which 
is smaller than the hole. 

In boring the first set of 25 holes this water was brought from 
the surface, and was returned to it, when it had become dirty, by 
asteam-pump. Two small Cameron steam-pumps were employed 
for forcing the water down the rods and raising the dirty water to 
the surface. After the first hole had been drilled, so as to open a 
way for the water into the cross-cut from the slope, the water 
which collected in the shaft, and that which had been used for 
drilling, found its way through this hole to the pumps in the slope. 
When the shaft becomes deeper the intention is to use the same 
water over and over again for drilling, by pumping it into a settling 
tank, placed from 200 to 300ft. above the bottom of the shaft, in 
order to get head enough to force the water with the required velo- 
city through the rods. The tank will be divided into two parts, so 
that the water can be partially filtered in passing from one to an- 
other. It is essential to remove any oil which the water may take 
up in its passage through the rods, or which may fall in from the 
machinery, as the oil solidifies, or gums and clogs the holes in the 
bit through which the water passes out from the centre of the rods. 
It is not necessary to remove all the fine particles of the pulverised 
rock which the water may bring up, unless it is important to ascer- 
tain the exact nature of the strata in which the drill is working. 

The average rate of drilling was from 30 to 40 ft. a-day for each 
machine; they often work much faster, but there are incidental 
delays. Seven machines are at present employed, and as there are 
no cores to be removed, all the rock being ground to powder, and 
carried off by the water, it is not necessary to take out the rods 
Steam is now used to drive the boring machines and 


in the lower levels, partly because the use of steam would render 
the shaft uncomfortably warm, and partly because there would be 
greater danger of injuring the men in case any accident should hap- 
pen to the steam pipes. A fan has also been erected for the purpose 
of ventilating the shaft. 
When all the holes are bored to a depth of from 250 to 300 ft., the 
machines, pumps, &c., are removed to the other shaft to bore the 
holes init. During the boring in one shaft the rock is blasted and 
removed in the other. There is always time to spare, as 300 ft. of 
holes can be drilled much faster than theshaft ean be sunk through

The 
explosion is produced by a cap filled with fulminate of mereury. 
The result of the simultaneous discharge of these nine holes is the 
formation of a large cavity in the centre of the shaft to the depth 
of the bottom of the cartridges. The rock loosened by the operation 
is removed, and the remaining holes are then charged, and fired in the 
same way, those on each side together, but only one side at a time. 

It should be noted here that powder is not effective in vertical 
holes. Dualin, dynamite, or some other of the nitroglycerine com- 
pounds must be used, particularly where the strata are nearly ver- 
tical and, to a certain extent, fissured. The sides of the shatt pre- 
serve their proper form, and no hand-blasting is necessary for trim- 
ining them up. When all the holes around the shaft have been fired 
the miner begins again with the nine central holes, and the work 
yoes on in this manner until the depth to which the holes have been 
bored is reached; the machines are then set to work again, and the 
holes are bored from 250 to 800 ft. deeper. 

The holes in that part of the shaft which had been sunk preserved 
their vertical direction until they reached asmall vein of coal, where, 
although remaining in the vertical pline at right angles to the 
strike, they were deflected towards the floor of the veins, the angle 
of deflection being about 2 This deflection is due to the fact that 
when the drill reached the top of the vein, which dipped at an angle 
of about GO°, and was softer than the rock, it inclined towards the 
side offering: the least rest Thus far the defleetion has been 
so slight that it was only necessary after the nine central holes had 
been fired to put a larger charge of dualin in the holes on the side 
than in the yertieal holes, and a smatier charge in the holes on the 
side, In the first case the dualin shattered the rock behind it, and 
it wag possible to keep that side of the shaft vertical without re- 
sorting: much to hand blasting.

fusible metals) surrounded by the harder or less fusible meta), the latter forming 
the walls of the cells. The softer or more fusible portion of the mass constitutes 
the rubbing face which is exposed to friction.

MINine NEGocratTions—“ Oporto.”—The matter referred to is one upon which we 
ean give no advice. If after the abrogation of the provisional contract with ‘T.,” 
at the instance of “ Four Friends,” the conclusion of the business was made de- 
pendent upon the report of their engineer, and his report was ‘not sufficiently 
satisfactory to induce their friends to entertain the matter in a way to yield any 
benefit,” the affair might fairly be considered to have fallen through. But it is, 
to say the least, ungentlemanly and unbusiness-like of the “ Four Friends” not 
to have written at once in explanation, and forwarded copy of engineer's report, 
together with all papers and documents furnished by ‘f Oporto. ’ The mere facet 
of an engineer being recommended by the Royal School of Mines does not affect 
the case one way or the other, and the reports of gentlemen so recommended, 
who are usually scientific rather than actual miners, have but little weight with 
capitalis's or the public, who place more contidence in practical men who have 
had real experience in mines. The best course to adopt is to make formal appli- 
cation for copy of report and documents through the London ageney of some 
Oporto house, or through the agency of a London house doing commercial busi- 
ness with Oporto. 

Papyrograpiic Writing—"D. A.” (City).—The method is no doubt ingenious 
and interesting, but is not likely to come into general use, owing to the careful 
and delicate manipulation required. It consists in varnishing bank-post paper 
with resin dissolved in spirits of wine; the writing is then done on the unvar 
nished side with caustic alkali, and the texture of the portion of the paper in 
jured is washed out with water, and the paper then used as a stencil plate—a 
persalt of iron being used beneath it, and the paper to be printed on being 
damped with a solution of prussiate of potash. The former oozes through the 
stencil-plate, and forms Prussian blue where it touches the potash salt.

THE MINERS’ WAGES QUESTION, 


The wages question in our mining districts is now assuming a very 
serious aspect, and at the present time there cannot be less than 
50,000 persons on strike in opposition to the reduction proposed by 
mine owners in consequence of the marked decline in the price of 
coal and iron. Unfortunately, the disputes ave not confined to one 
locality, but prevail in several of our most important mining dis- 
tricts, and are extending into others that were expected to accept 
the employers’ terms, In very many instances the leaders of several 
of the workmen’s association have recognised the justice of a reduc- 
tion of wages, but they cannot induce the bulk of the members to 
adopt their views. This has been the case in Scotland, where the 
sound advice of Mr. MACDONALD has been repudiated. The result is 
that it has been resolved to “lift” the whole of the funds of the 
Miners’ Association for the support of those who are on strike, 
whilst a considerable number of the men in one district having been 
evicted from the houses they occupied under the late employers, are 
now with their families herding together in tents. Ilow the dis- 
pute will terminate may easily be divined, for with the exhaustion 
of the accumulated capital, which will not take a very long time, 
there will follow misery, want, and degradation, and ultimately a 
resumption of work, in all probability, on worse terms than those 
which had been struck against. It is, no doubt, very unpleasant for 
men who have for a couple of years been luxuriating in wages double 
what has been received by the most skilful of our artizans to sub- 
mit to a reduction of some 10 or 20 per cent. But,at the same time, 
the fact should not be overlooked that the miners’ wages inereased 
part passu with the advance in the price of coal, and it is only 
reasonable to expect that the decrease in the value of one must be 


followed by a corresponding decrease in the other. But this is what | 


the workmen will not see. Since the early part of 1872 they have 
baskerl in the sunshine of such unexampled prosperity that they can- 
not think of giving way, and conform to the great change that has 
taken place, and which must be shared in by them as well as by 
their employers. Sooner than this, however, the men will do almost 
anything, and, looking only to themselves, prefer working only four 
or five days a week, in the expectation that by so limiting the out- 
put they will keep the price of coal up to ahigher point than it now is. 

To carry out that selfish policy, only this week some 3000 men 
have struck in Durham, so as to compel the masters to work their 
collieries only five days a week. The ironstone miners in the ad- 
joining county are also out against a reduction of wages, rendered 
necessary by the great decrease in the price of both iron and ironstone. 
The consequence is that a great many furnaces have been blown out, 
and those who have been working at them are thrown out of employ- 
ment. In Staffordshire the strike of colliers causes some thousands 
of both miners and ironworkers to be idle. The former are sup- 
ported by a weekly levy on the members of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Miners. 
great measure responsible for the throwing out of work some 25,000 
people. But an equally serious calamity is probable in a district 
which for a long time past has been free from any extensive strike 
or lock-out. In connection with the South Yorkshire and North 
Derbyshire collieries there is a very powerful association, to which 
nearly all the men belong. Its strength is about 24,000, with a fund 
of about 40,0001, of which 11,0002. has recently been paid towards 
the purchase of a colliery. The colliery owners in the districts 
named a short time since gave the men notice of a reduction of 
wages to the extent of 124 percent. This the men have refused to 
concede, and have even taunted their leaders with being in the pay 
of the employers, because they pointed out the change which had 
taken place in the coal trade, and the duty of the men to submit to 
areduction. After a great deal of trouble, however, a majority of 


delegates from the various collieries, at a meeting held on April 22, 
agreed to a reduction equal to 6} per cent, on the gross earnings. 


But even this has been repudiated by some thousands of the men, 
who have asserted that the delegates, who in many instances voted 
for the reduction, had exceeded the powers vested in them. But the 
employers of South Yorkshire and North Derbyshire—or very many 
of them at least—have asserted that they cannot entertain the con- 
cession proposed by the men, which is less than that offered by any 
other district. 

The actual increase in the wages paid to the men belonging to the 
association we have alluded to, since the close of the year 1871, has 
been 574 per cent., whilst the price of coal since the last advance was 
made to the colliers is nearly 50 percent. Under such circumstances 
it will be evident that the offer of the men is too ridiculously con- 
temptible to be entertained. It is, therefore, not unlikely we shall 
see a seriousstruggle in some of the hitherto most prosperous mining 
districts inthe country. But the men will do well to note the great 
change which has taken place in all that relates to mining, as well as 
in the important industries in which coal forms the most valuable in- 
gredient. They should also look to the rapid development of our coal 
tields now going on, for there cannot be less than from 400 to 500 
collieries now in course of sinking throughout the kingdom. When 
those new concerns are opened out there will, undoubtedly, bea much 
larger quantity of coal thrown into the markets than will be required, 
so that competition will be very keen, and prices probably as low 
as they were three years ago. Wemay say that, taking the 10 years 
up to the end of 1872, the production during that time had increased 
about 48 per cent.; but at the rate we are now proceeding it will be 
equal to from 15 to 20 per cent. perannum. There is another fea- 
ture, also, in connection with wages disputes that should not be over- 
looked; that is, the great impetus which strikesin many trades have 
given to the introduction of machinery. That coal-cutting machines 
can be worked to great advantage is an accomplished fact, and we 
find that the strike in Scotland has already led to their more general 
adoption, for the Messrs, Bairp, of Gartsherrie, have now some six 
or eight at work, and are engaged making several others, With these 
facts in view, it will be evident to the most ordinary mind that the 
miners will have to submit to a much larger reduction of wages than 
they are now asked to do, and that before very long. 





CAPITAL AND LABOUR IN AMERICA, 


The superior intelligence of the working men of the United States, 
as compared with those of the Old World, is acknowledged by all 
Writers capable of forming an opinion on the subject, whilst their 
skill in their own particular trades is evidenced by the enormous 
number of useful and ingenious contrivances—invented for the most 
part by working mechanics—which have been introduced for avoid- 
ing excessive toil and performing various work for which manual 
labour was previously considered indispensable; so that the appre- 
ciation which they are beginning to show for the necessity of rid- 
ding themselves of those who live by fomenting discord between 
them and their employers is well worthy of the consideration of the 
working classes of this country. It may he accepted as a fact that 
capitalists are seldom indisposed to pay the fair value for labour, 
provided the same rate be paid by those of their neighbours with 
whom they have to compete, and it is equally certain that the ulti- 
mate result of the efforts of the agitators to secure uniformity of 
price throughout the country, or even throughout a large district, 
must be to injure both employers and workmen. The tendency of 
Unionism is to replace piecework by daywork, and the latter system 
renders it in many cases absolutely impracticable to distinguish in 
fixing the wage to be paid between the most skilful mechanic and 
the merest dummy who may have gone through the formalities which 
entitled him to claim membership of the trade in which he is en- 
gaged. For this reason it becomes necessary to pay upon an ave- 
rage, Which isunquestionably prejudicial to all the men most entitled 
to respect and consideration, and advantageous only to those who, 
from being incompetent workmen, are receiving more than their 
services are worth. 

In many branches of industry it is alike difficult to fix an invariable 
standard for the payment of the workmen, whether by piecework 
or daywork, although the different quality of the work done by the 
different hands can be instantly recognised by everyone in the trade ; 
it is, therefore, essential that entire freedom of contract should be 
allowed in order to enable every workman to secure the full reward 
to which his skill entitles him. Considerable inconvenience has re- 
cently been caused at the Cambria Ironworks, in Pennsylvania, in 
consequence of a movement made to organise a strike, but as soon 
as it became known to the company that the step had been deter- 
mined upon, all hands were promptly discharged, and the works 
closed, the result being that after some weeks of idleness the men 
resuned work under a set of rules and regulations which will 
effectually relieve the employers of any further trouble with them, 
and at the same time secure to each workman a proper appreciation 
of his skill an! industry. Everyone employed binds himself to con- 
form to the rules, and as these are not only submitted to the men at 
the works, but published in the local newspapers, no one can plead 
ignorance of them, or have any excuse for complaint after he has 
accepted employment under them, The rules provide that the ge- 
neral manager shall have full and complete authority and control 
in every department, and to him superintendents and foremen are 
to make reports and returns as required, Contractors are to work 
under the superintendent or foremen, and they and their employees 
are to be subject to all the rules and regulations governing the im- 
mediate employees of the company. The time and manner of doing 
all work paid for by the ton or piece is to be regulated by the fore- 
man under whom the work is done. A for:night’s notice must be 
given. Superintendents, foremen, and contractors are to be fined 
from $1 to $5 for failure to report names of men discharged for dis- 
honesty, drunkenness, insubordination, &c. The time and manner 
of payment will be governed by the general condition of business, 
and any change will be duly announced. | 

With regard to Unionism, it is provided that any person or persons 
known to belong to any secret association or open combination, whose 
aim is to control wages or stop the works, or any part thereof, shall 
be promptly and finally discharged, Persons not satisfied with their 
work or their wages can leave honourably by giving the required 
notice; and any person or persons quitting work, or inducing, or 
attempting to induce, others to quit work, other than in the manner 
prescribed in these rules and regulations, shall forfeit whatever may 
be due or owing to such person or persons absolutely. Neglect and 
bad workmanship are met by the regulation that any person going 
to his work intoxicated, or absenting himself from work without | 
having previously given notice and obtaine | leave, will be discharged | 
or fined at the option of the company. Any person failing to do his 
work ina proper manner, or failing to do a satisfactory amount, 
may expect to be dismissed whenever it may suit the convenience

CoAL AND IRON IN THE UNITED SratTes,—In the course of last 
year the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati, and Indianopolis Railway 
Company re-laid 73 miles of track—39$ miles with Bessemer steel}, 
and 34 miles with new and re-rollediron rails. About 8000 tons of 
rails will be required for the coming year. The Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company is paying from $t to $5°50 per ton on purchases of 
coal made by it in San Francisco. The Watson Manufacturing Com- 
nany of Paterson, New Jersey, has received four contracts for iron 
ridges from the United States of Colombia, South America. The 
last of the iron work for the Salavarry and Truxillo Railroad bridge 
over El Rio de Chim, in Peru, has been shipped. The total length 
of this bridge is 2296 ft., and the cost has been $75,000 gold. Four 
schooners have been loading Virginia smelting coal at the wharves 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Company for the State of New 
York. Two of these steamers are bound for Troy. The total ship- 
ments of coal from the Shenandoah region last year amounted to 
1,265,979 tons, as compared with 1,006,914 tons in 1872. The pro- 
duction of the Schuylkill region in 1873 was 5,066,799 tons, 





GoLD IN V crorta.—The reports of the mining surveyors and 
registrars for the last quarter of the year 1873, collected and issued 
by the mining department, show that the number of men employed 
in gold mining in the colony of Victoria was 50,595, of whom 13,528 
were Chinese. There were 362 steam-engines, with a power equal 
to 9579 horses, employed in pumping and winding. The approxi- 
mate value of the mining plant in the colony was 2,131,188/.; the 
number of square miles of auriferous ground actually worked upon, 
1050; and the number of distinct quartz reefs actually proved to be 
auriferous, 3324, The estimated amount of gold obtained during 
the quarter was 297,576 ozs., of which 124,474 ozs, were from allu- 
Vial mines, and 173,102 ozs. from quartz mines, The quantity of 
gold exported was 267,579 ozs. 





MINING Iv Honpuras.—The mineral wealth of Honduras is ac- 
knowledged by everyone acquainted with the country to be immense. 
Thehills and mountains of the interior contain numberless mines of 
precious metals, Thesilver mines are said to be unsurpassed in the 
amount and richness of their ores, and it is believed that on the com- 
pletion of the Inter-Oceanic Railway, when capital will be devoted 
to these mines to a much larger extent, they will be very greatly developed. Other 
metals, such as iron, copper, and lead are also abundant, and if they were adequately 
—- would soon become extremely profitable. Coal, too, is found at various 
soe etary State, and two large fields containing coal deposits are included in the 
ces Aa ich have been ceded to the railway company.

The examination lasted all day, and it 
is not expected that the resalt will be known for some days. fi 
Preumaric Gas Apparatus. —A new apparatus for making gas 
has recently been introduced from America, by means of which that great boon of 
civilisation may be supplied in places where the more primitive modes of giving 
light have held undisputed sway, such as country mansions, schools, churches, 
mills, and buildings inaecessible from gasworks. The apparatus has been erected 
at Messrs. R. Laidlew and Sons’ Bast Milton street Works, where a number of gen 
tlemen assembled to see it in operation. Briefly described, the app uatius consists 
of atank, which, containing a liquid ealled “gasoline,” the product of petroleum, 
is sunk underground to a depth of 4 or 6 feet at any convenient distance from: the 
mansion proposed to be supplied, thus presenting no external appearance, ‘The 
air is forced into this tank by a small cylinder or air-purnp, whteh revolves noise 
lessly by means of weights and cord ina cellir or any convenient plice adjoining, 
This operation of winding up, performed onee or twice a week, is all the labour 
required for the production of gas. The air forced into the tank through pipes 
connected with it returns into the mansion in the form of gas. The thene given 
through a bat'’s-wing burner has an illuminiting power of over 2015 ean iles, The 


gas is only produced as fast as constumed, and production ceases when the burners |
